Vice-President Garret A. Hobart took 
place in this city Saturday, and were 
carried out practically according to the 
program decided upon by the family 
and immediate friends of the deceased 
on the day following Mi'. Hobarl's 
death. 


The ceremonies were sad and Impres- 


sive to the highest degree and a bent- 
ing finale to the earthly career of a 
public man who commanded the re- 
npect of all In his lifetime, and who 
was elected to and held the next high- 
oat ofllce in the gift of the American 
people. There was an immense outpour- 
Ing of sympathizing friends at the ser- 
vices mid a local committee looked af- 
ter the comfort of the flve hundred 
visiting Senators, Representatives ar.d 
Washington officials \vuc were present. 


The first services were at Carroll 


Hall, the Paterson home of the Ho- 
barts, and consisted simply of the read- 
ing of the Scriptures and prayer. The 
church services lasted' an hovr. 


There were thirty-two pall-bearers, 


„ eight representing the United States 


Senate, eight representing the House of 
Representatives, eight personal pall- 
bearers selected by Mr. Hobart two 
months before his death and eight ser- 
geants-at-arms of the Senate, known 
as the Senate police, who acted as 
quarter bearers. 


The President and the Cabinet went 


to the church In carriages, but the pall- 
bearers followed the funeral car en 
foot. Two companies of rcgulais from 
Governor's Island sifted as escoit to 
President McKinloy and also accom- 
panied the body from the house to the 
church. 


I Following the1 close of seivlccp at 
the Church of the Redeemer the so A 
cortege moved to Cedar I-.awn Ceme- 
tery, whore all that was mortal of a 
loving husband und father, a respoft«d 
public servant and an honoied citizen.

New York, Nov. 21—Sergeant Wll- 


llurn Anthony, whose report to Captain 
SlgKbee, of tin- battle ship Maine, when 
that vessel was destroyed In Havana 
Harbor, has been told the worM over, 
coiiiniitted Buiclde Friday evening in 
Ctntral Park. He wax the hero of the 
Maine, whom bravery and devotion to 
duty excited the admiration of the peo- 
ple of two hemispheres. Undismayed 
by the explosion that brought death 
and wreck all about him. he ended his 
own life because he 'said he was de- 
spondent. 


Anthony was found in the Park, near 


the entrance at Seventy-ninth street 
and Fifth Avenue, shortly before flve 
o'clock, almost unconscious from co- 
r-aine poisoning. He was at once re- 
moved to Roosevelt Hospital, where he 
died soon after telling who he was. In 
his pockets* were found two cents and 
a number of letters. One of them was 
to the young woman he married a year 
ago. In it he stated that he had be- 
come discouraged by adversity and 
that he saw no future for himself. 


When the Maine was blown up in 


Havana Harbor "Bill1 Anthony was one 
of the marines on watch on her deck. 
Through the darkness that followed the 
owfui explosion Anthony groped his 
v,ay toward Captain Sigsbee's cabin. 


In the passageway he unexpectedly 


bumped against the commander of the 
buttle ship. He drew back, saiutel and 
reported an follows: "Kxcuse me, sir, 
I have to report that the ship has been 
blowifrup and is sinking." 


Before he had finished the water w as 


swirling about the vessel's deck, and 
all but Ijer uppar works were sub- 
merged. 
"Bill" 
Anthony, 
however, 


never gave heed until he had made hla 
report. The fact that piactioally all 
of the fighting- ship below thu \\ater 
line had been blown away did not for 
an instant interfere with the marine 
in the perfoT-mtmce of his dutv.

Adam Moffatt, a sturdy old Lanca- 


shire man of tht middle class, left 
England early in 1830 to seek his for- 
tune in the new American gold fields. 
On his way to the West he met oa 
the overland route a man whose name 
was to be known in erery mining 
camp in the world. Charles N. Creeds 
was at that time as poor as a toiling 
prospector could well be. He and 
Moffatt had literally nothing between 
them. Like men under such condi- 
tions, they were drawn to a vow of 
partnership, swearing themselves to 
share all that fell the captives of their 
pick and shovel. The 
remarkable 


part of the compact was that it waa 
kept. Moffatt soon grew weary of 
mining, the more so as hf had no suc- 
rt-BS, and making his way back to the 
East married and settled clown to 
some small living. Creede persever- 
ed, struck it rich, and became one of 
'.bf most prominent men in the West. 
In the height of his good fortune he 
remembered his chum ot 1850 and the 
mitual oath they had sworn.

RUSSIA'S GREAT CANAL. 


A Long Ditch To Connect the Battle 


And Black Seas. 


European papers and scientific mag- 


azliifs are occupying themselves pret- 
ty generally at the present moment 
with criticisms concerning the great 
ship canal which IB destined to con- 
nect the Baltic with the Hlack Sea. 
work on which wag begun last year by 
the Russian Government, and is be- 
ing pushed forward with the greatest 
zeal, and at the same time with a 
quietness amounting almost to sec- 
recy. When finished the work, on ac- 
count of its immensity and the almost 
insuperable difficulty to be overcome, 
will be worthy of a place beside such 
modern wonders as the St. Gotthard 
tunnel, the Suez Canal, the tunnels of 
Frejus and the Simplon. 


The projucte offered for the con- 


struction ol this ieall> herculean la- 
bor were inan> and various, but the 
choice 
finally rested between two 


schemes—one. a proposition to unite 
the river Dnieper, which flows into the 
Black Sea, with the 
Dwina. which 


empties its waters into the Baltic at 
Riga; the other a plan to connect the 
Dniester, west of Odessa, with the 
river Vistula, which has its mouth at 
Danzica on the Baltic. 


The first of these projects met wiih 


the special favor of Alexander III., 
and is the one which has been adopted 
for the carryi'isj out of the great work 
of uniting the two seas. The route 
starts at Riga, following the course of 
the Duna Hivei as tai as Dunebeig. 
where it is united to the Beresina by 
means of an immense course cut right 
through the country. The lierebjuu 
:ind the Dnieper are then used to com- 
plete the connection. The total length 
oi the line is 1 t;00 kilometers, or about 
1,000 Eii!<libh miles. tiOO kilometers of 
the entire distance being artificially 
cut through the land 
The \soik is to 


be finished in five years if all goes 
well and a sufficient number of Pirn 
aie kept at woik during that period. 


The canal is 60 meters, or about 307 


feet wide, and about 30 leet deep, thus 
allowing the largest vessels means of 
passing from one sea to the other, 
j 


Se\enteen. large ports, or artificial 
ba>s, are to be constructed along the 
line as well, each capable of contain- 
ing a large number of ships, s>o that a 
Russian vessel, however large it may 
be, may make the entire transit in 
six days, without hindrance of any 
kind. 


The cost of the work, at the lowest 


estimate, and taking into considera- 
tion the moans at the disposal of the 
Russian Gov 'nuncni as to the adop- 
tion of unpaid labor, will amount to 
about $120,000.000. 


The principal of the reasons for the 


adoption of the above mentioned plan 
in preference to the Dnester-VistuU 
project is thnt the whole passage is 
kept within tho limits of the Russian 
Umpire, thus allowing Russia absolute 
sovereignty over the entire course. 


Putting aside the great political ad- 


vantages given to Russia by the new 
enterprise, the gain commercially and 
economically \uil be an incalculable 
one. and beneficial in many more ways 
than one.

matter unless it is understood. Crowd- 
ing food into young, growing stock is 
the worst thing possible for them, uu 
less they are given 
absolutely 
free 


ransre. 
The frame must be formed 


first before the young chickens can 
carry flesh. Therefore frame-forming 
food like wheat, oats, brau. middlings 
and the like is the proper food for such 
purpose. 
Corn which to the inexperl- 


c-mvd seems the only ration for chick- 
ens, is not good except in small quan- 
tities, say oiie-thnj to two-thirds of 
the frame-forming food. 
When the 


frame is formed then more fattening 
food should be gh en.—Exchange.

A MATTER OF GYMNASTICS.

The training of tlje voice is a ques- 


tion of gymnastics—even of path- 
ology, says' a well-known singer. The 
development of the vocal cords is as 
much a matter of gymnastics as the 
development of the arm or the leg or 
any muscle of the body. It would be 
impossible to give iu detail a method 
that would fit all cases. You might 
as well try to train u painter by cor- 
respondence or expect a great doctor 
to treat and cure an illness without 
having ever seen the patient. The 
method of training must be modified 
in irs application to each case. It 
MIust be adapted to special conforma- 
tions in the individual. 


Hut there are eternally true aurt I in- 


port ant principles that must be ob- 
served iu the. training of the voice. 
I have seen them tried since my child- 
hood iu my mother's work. Through 
them I have heard small voices in- 
creased ugly voices made agreeable, 
broken voices saved, '.lie voices made 
marvellous and all trained to sing for- 
ever—unless some great illness rend- 
ered the singer entirely incapable. 


AVhat are the main rules that must 


be observed. First there is the emls-< 
sion of the sound. This must be by a. 
precise but not shocked way of clos- 
ing the. vocal cords—what v.-e call the 
attack of a single note. The sound 
must be definite, but not abrupt in its 
utterance. 


In the second place there must be 


diaphragmatic 
breathing. The girl 


must breathe from tho diaphragm. 
There is breathing from the upper 
part of the lungs, there is lateral 
breathing and there is diaphragmatic 
breathing. Iu tlie last method a full 
breath is taken, the diaphragm is 
pressed down and all parts of the 
lungs are inflated and the air is emit- 
ted in a full, firm column. The proper 
method of breathing is one of the very 
first things a girl must master. 


A third important point is the train- 


ing of the three registers in a woman's 
voice except in the ca.-e of contraltos, 
in which the third or upper register 
sometimes has not to be employed at 
all.Nasal sounds must be avoided in 
singing. So must guttural sounds uu 
well. 


A girl must never practice one 


register 
or some notes 
separately. 


Tliis does not give uniform and proper 
development. She must never work 
quickly, but all work must be clone 
slowly and with a full voice. The ex- 
ercises in this respect must be ex- 
actly like every other muscular oxer- 
no effort. The thing desired IB to get 
a happy medium. 


The pupil must not work much at a 


lime. She must at first work by min- 
utes, gradually increasing the time, 
but never singing more than half an 
hour a day 
with the full 
voice. 


Everything that can bo done to Im- 
prove can be done in half an hour's 
practice. Anj thing more merely tiros, 
and a tired muscle never iuiproNos. 


Always work with a full voice. 


Never hum and never shout. 


The musical part of the worn should 


bo with the brain only. Sever study 
a piece of music with the voice. 
Study it with the mind only until you 
know it thoroughly, then apply the 
voice, and always the full voice. 


Hemember that the voice is not a 


wooden box. like a piano, but a mar- 
vellous instrument created by Uod. of 
our own flesh and blood, of the es- 
sonce of our brain and heart, and that 
\\lth it we can best give expression to 
the feelings of the soul.
